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• Environmental Health Proposal 

o One recommendation in a single bundle 

▪ Priority area – Climate planning, adaptation, and resilience 

o Recommended indicators 

▪ Summer heat related morbidity & mortality 

▪ Wildfire smoke related air quality 

▪ Drinking water security 

▪ Developmental: Mental Health effects of climate change 

o Rationale: 

▪ Bundled priorities reflect intersections in climate related 

threats and challenges 

▪ Affects a range in topics & issues that are relevant statewide 

▪ Strong indication of support from communities 

▪ Opportunities for LPHA & OHA interventions for all topics 

▪ Alignment with other statewide initiatives  

▪ Alignment with Healthy People 2030 objectives 

• Summer heat morbidity & mortality 

o Priority 

▪ Extreme heat on rise 

▪ 157 deaths in 2021 & 2022 total compared with 1 to 4 heat 

related deaths per year in the previous decade 

▪ Environmental threats disproportionately impact communities 

of color, tribal and lower income 

▪ Racist housing policies relegated these communities to areas 

with increased heat exposure and less access to protections 

▪ Systematic educational disinvestment and lack of oversight 

results in jobs with greater exposure to environmental hazards 

o Summer heat is community priority 

▪ CBOs and interested community members identified extreme 

heat as one of their top concerns 

▪ Extreme heat also emerged as a top concern in qualitive finds 

of survey sent out, especially from people who identified as 

people of color. 
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▪ OHA currently funding 37 CBOs that are engaged in climate 

resilience. Many LPHAs also working with community partners 

on this. 

▪ Recent legislative investments in household cooling & air 

filtration interventions 

▪ New OSHA heat rules for outdoor work activities effective June 

15, 2022 

• Air Quality 

o Priority 

▪ Wildfires are primary contributor to summer air pollution 

across Oregon 

▪ Frequency and intensity of wildfires in Oregon have been 

increasing 

▪ Many areas experience cumulative wildfire smoke impacts & 

exposure to hazardous year after year 

▪ Disproportionate wildfire smoke impacts measured by 

Emergency Department and Urgent care visits have been 

experienced by people of color & Hispanic 

o Most likely to have health effect 

▪ Sensitive group 

• Chronic respiratory, cardiovascular & other chronic 

conditions 

• 64 years old and/or older 

• Infant & children 

• Pregnant people 

• People who smoke 

▪ Vulnerable 

• People working outdoors (migrant & seasonal 

agricultural workers) 

• Exercising or working at levels increasing breathing 

intake 

• Persons experiencing houselessness 

• Person in low income 

o Air quality community priority 
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▪ CBOs and interested community members identified extreme 

heat as one of their top concerns 

▪ Air quality also emerged as a top concern in qualitive finds of 

survey sent out, especially from people who identified as 

people of color. 

▪ OHA currently funding 37 CBOs that are engaged in climate 

resilience adaptation actions 

▪ Recent legislative investments in household air purifiers 

▪ New OSHA heat rules for outdoor work activities effective June 

15, 2022 

• Drinking Water 

o Priority 

▪ Equitable access to adequate supplies of clean and safe water 

essential to human health & wellness 

▪ Oregon changing climate, aging water infrastructures, 

socioeconomic conditions & community design have a 

negative impact on access to safe & affordable water  

▪ Populations experiencing houselessness, lower income, rural 

communities, tribal communities, migrant communities & 

communities served by private wells, surface water intakes or 

very small water systems more than likely to experience 

threats to water access & quality 

o Community Priority 

▪ Oregon Water Futures facilitated conversation with 

communities impacted by water issues, concerns around water 

quality and cost 

▪ CBOs & interested communities members identified water 

security one of the top concerns 

▪ Water Security emerged as a top concern in qualitive finds of 

survey sent out, especially from people who identified as 

people of color. 

• Mental Health effects of climate change 

o No data really to back up the claim but has been brought up as a 

concern 
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o Effects of climate change on mental health & wellbeing are not 

isolated but interact with other social & environmental determinants 

of health including race and income 

o Livelihoods & cultural identities are negatively affected by Oregon 

changing landscapes & disproportionately effect farmworkers, 

fishers, tribal & indigenous communities. Youth with anxiety and 

depression are at higher risk. 

• Comments 

o Goal to give LPHAs the ability to access & assess data for the 

priorities as well as the communities in the state 

o Data on domestic wells is very limited to be able to work on it 

currently but will investigate it in the future with better data 

o Suggestion of changing language of climate to something else 

▪ Suggestion to use what exactly the issues are currently 

(extreme heat, air quality, water) 

▪ Using the word environmental instead as climate has a 

negative impact

o Data infrastructure comprises $1million of CDC grant 
o Focus: 

▪ Indirect effects of COVID-19 in BIPOC and tribal communities 
▪ Highlight community strength 
▪ Improve state’s response to pandemic 
▪ Invest in improved data for future preparedness 

o What’s next 
▪ Determine funding opportunities  
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▪ Set up contracts for deliverables in each of the five 
communities for CDC funds 

▪ Provide support and ongoing monitoring for contracts 
▪ Stay engaged with steering committee and other community
